The 
cars are so full of people that the older ones cah- 
not hang on. A truck is an inconvenient thing, 
and, any way. the driver may not be inclined 
convert his vehicle into a street-car. There is a 
great want of a convenient way of transporting 
people from one side to the other, and this want 
is badly felt not only by the people on the North 
Side, but by the people on the South Side and th 
strangers within our gates. 
An Instance in Point. 

Ihave had a little experience lately. I had 
two friends with me and we started to go over to 
the North Side. As we approached the Rush 
street bridge we became completely surrounded 
by trucks and traffic teams of every descriptian. 
There were trucks on the right of us and trucks 
on our left, behind us and in front. It looked as 
if we were to be crushed like an eggshell. In or- 
der to divert the attention of my friends to the 
danger we were in I kept up a brisk conversation. 
Now, this will not do in the future. We must 
have a better way of getting across. The North 
Side is growing rapidly. It is building up for 
miles along the lake shore, and each year the 
number of people who have to cross the river is 
increasing. The same is true of the South Side. 
It is growing just as fast. The West Side is the 
same way. Jackson street has been converted 
into a central boulevard for that section and it is 
a good idea to extend this drive south from the 
entrance on Randolph street and have it join 
Michigan avenue at Jackson street. This would 
bring the three divisions of the city into easy 
communicanon. If this break was only filled in 
the circuit would be complete. It is only a ques- 
tion of engineering and money—a bridge or a 
tunnel. I believe a tunnel is best. Give us a 
tunnel well lighted, ventilated, and well paved, 
one the descending and ascending grades of 
which are so slight that it will be like a continna- 
tion of the boulevard, not a dark, damp. stee 
tunnel. | 

The LaSalle street tunnel and the Washing- 
ton street tunnel were pidneers. Our horror of 
tunnels has been on accountyof the lack of rogm. 
They are commercial tunnels, and our light dar- 
riages wedged in between the great traffic wagons 
has caused a prejudice to grow upin our minds. 
When a carriage gets in a tunnel, with a truck in 
front and a truck behind, there is nothing to do 
but keep in line. This subway is not a commer- 
cialtunnel. It is for passenger work. It is ta be 
a rapid, quick, easy avenue of communication for 
cabs, carriages, and buggies; a thoroughfare 
where one can rove about as on the 
boulevard—the same as the Rush street 
bridge, where four teams can go abreast. 
If we had ever had such a tunnel there would be 
no prejudice now. Wedonot want to climb a 
bridge or have to wait in line while the ships are 
passing. The thing that costs the most is ap a 
rule the cheapest in the long run, It adds more 
to our comfort and safety. There is no need of 
an accident in a tunnel more than on a boule- 
vard. I think this tunnel is indispensable, and 
we should go right along. We will be glad it is 
built when it is done and will get our money back. 
I think the people on the North 
Side who will have to defray the expenses are 
practically a unit. It has been suggested that to 
eliminate the foot- passage might save money. but 
it has its value. If we had it there we would be 
glad of it, but we cos do without it. 1 am 
opposing a footpath. Ill stand my share, but 
I’m willing to give it up rather than give up the 
whole improvement. 

Mr. Goudy’s Belief. 


W. C. Goudy was called upon. He said he 
thought the first thing to do was to prepare 
plans and get, at an accurate ésti- 
mate. There is no doubt,” he said, 
„as to the power of the Council to make this 
improvement, but there is a question ag to 
whether under the charter an ordinance can 
be passed that limits the use of this drive- 
way. Then can you get an ordinance through 
the Council? You failed in the Legislature 
last winter. It will not do to rely on the influ- 
ence of the men here. They have no votes in 
the Council. It is indispensable that something 
must be done. There is no limit to the popu- 
lation. The river is an obstacle. It is 
unsafe now to attempt to go from the North 
to the South Side in a light vehicle. This 
plan is the most practicable and desirable of 
any proposed. Whether the law will author- 
ize the making of a tunnel by special assess- 
ment that is limited to a certain class of teams 
is a question, but I do not wish to be unfler- 
stood as opposing the improvement. We 
must, however, fave existing facts.”’ | 

Mr. Aldrich did not think there would be 
any trouble in getting the ordinance passed 
by the Council. He said it was simply a ques- 
tion as to whether the people wanted it or not. 
If the people were for it the Aldermen would 
vote for it. He suggested that organizations 
be formed and the matter agitated. 7

OVERLOOKED AN ENTIRE RAILROAD. 
Board 


Singular Blunder of the Illinois State 
of Equalization. | 

Sprinerretp, III., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—It 
has just been discovered that one whole rail- 
road was completely overlooked by the State 
Board of Equalization in its assessment of the 
railroad property of the State. It is the St. 
Louis and Peoria railway, which has a main 
line fourteen miles in length extending from 
Mount Olive to Alhambra, connecting at the 
former place with the Jacksonville Southeast- 
ern line and at the latter place with the Tole- 
do, St. Louis and Kansas City Railway. | The 
road was organized Jan. 28, 1889, and was 
in operation in November of that year. 
It has a capital stock of $280,000, 
of which $140,000 is preferred stock and $140,- 
000 is common stock. Giles E. Laintor of 
New York is President of the road and A. J. 
Marshhead of this city is General Manager and 
Secretary. No other officers appear in the 
company's report to the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission as published in the report 
of the commission for 1890. The road has a 
bonded indebtedness of $182,000. The road 
owns no rolling stock, all of its equipment 
being leased. Although it has been in opera- 
tion for nearly two years it has never been

Description of the Place.

14.—It is denied today that the members of 
the Revolutionary club, who were in the Na- 
tional club after the riot in the artillery bar- 
racks was put down, fired on the troops who 
were passing the club building. 

The house of Sefior Ferra, who, with Sefior 
Gotuzzo, was arrested as a leader in the out- 
break, has been seized and searched by the 
police, who put all Ferra’s servants under ar- 
rest. This was done in order to obtain dec- 
larations hostile to the government. Numer- 
ous arrests continue to be made in the country

Eleirro. The two leaders, Ferra and Gotuzzo, 
are closely guarded.

crew. The excitement was intense through- 
out the city and Brooklyn. Those who enter- 
tained fears as to its safety were greatly re- 
lieved about an hour later when a dispatch from 
St. Johns stated definitely that it was not the 
well-known City of Rome, but a tramp 
steamer of the same name that was lost. At 
the office of Henderson Bros., agents of the 
Anchor line steamships, nothimg definite 
could be obtained for sometime. It was at 
first given out that the vessel ashore was the 
Citta di Roma. This steamer sailed Sept. 
23 from New Orleans for Bordeaux. |

The names of the boats which sailed from 
Montreal Wednesday are Sarmation, Rosa- 


rian, Lake Nepigon, Alcides, Thames, Sar- 


nia, and Ontario. - The wrecked steamer is be- 
lieved here to be the Durham City,-which left 
Boston the day stated by Bremen with a cargo 
of 514 head of cattle for London shipped by 
Messrs. Bickerdike of Montreal, and Flan- 
aghan of Toronto.

PROBABLY MANY LIVES LOST. 


Increasing, Fury of the Gales Raging on 
| the English Coast. 

Lenpon, Oct. 14.—Dispatches received here 
from Dover, Kent, say thut thé” Hurricane 
worse than the fearful weather experienced 
during the blizzard of March last. The Ostend 
boat has been unable to approach near the 
shelter pier of Dover and has been driven out 
to sea again. Since that time it has not been 
heard of, but it is thought it has been able to 
make some place of shelter elsewhere along 
the coast and that, the telegraph wires being 
down, it has been unable to make its where- 
abouts known. 

Of recent years, by the expenditure of im- 
mense sums of money, Dover has been made 
a harbor of refuge. long, powerfully built jet- 
jies having been thrown out seaward anda 
huge granite pier, called the Admiralty Pier, 
one-third of a mile long, having been built. 
At the commencement of the storm pier 
and jetties were continually washed by the 
waves, but now the pounding the Admiralty 
Pier has received has deen so severe that a 
great amount of damage has been done to it, 
huge granite blocks of several tons weight be- 
ing washed out of place in spite of the iron- 
work and cement which held them. The

This afternoon the gale in the channel was 
increasing in fury instead of decreasing, and 
all steamers at sea are being forced to make 
some harbor, while those desiring to put to sea 
have been unable to do so. 

A telegram received at 3 p. m. from Folke- 
stone says that a steamer flying signals of dis- 
tress has been sighted off that port and seems 
to be in danger of becoming a total wreck. 
The local lifeboat has repeatedly attempted to 
put out to its assistance, but the fearful surf 
beating upon the beach and rolling in trom 
the sea has driven the boat back in spite df 
the determined efforts of the crew, 

Additional reports from Glasgow say that at 
that point the storm is undoubtedly the most 
severe since the terrible Tay bridge disaster. 
The ship Urania, a vessel which has only re- 
cently been launched, broke from its moor- 
ings as it felt the full force of amore than 
usually heavy burst of wind, and soon after 
doing so it crashed into the Italian barkentine 
Girolmina of Castelamare. The Girolmina’s 
foremast snapped and soon the vessel was 
completely disinasted. Both vessels then 
drifted down stream, their crews being utterly 
powerless to control them in any way. Final- 
ly the Urania’s bowsprit crashed into the sheds 
of the Anchor line steamship company. The 
Anchor line people in the sheds boarded the 
vessel and with the assistance of the crew man- 
aged to make it fast to the Anchor line pier. 

The list of vessels which have foundered 
during the gale will be a long one. Two 
coasting vessels are known to have foundered 
in Loch Long, a branch of the Firth of Clyde, 
and six men ot their crews were drowned. The 
new ship Helen Brewer capsized at Glasgow, 
being too light to ride out such a gale, and 
over a dozen yachts, a number of coasting 
vessels, and many lighters are ashore in the 
Clyde. Four of the stranded lighters have al- 
ready sunk, and several others are in such po- 
sitions that they are almost to become 
total wrecks. 

Tyne steamship Anchoria of the Anchor line 
grounded at Greenock owing to tho force of 
the hurricane.

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REMARKABLE CURE OF CONSUMPTION. 


Portiand Physicians Experiment with 
Chloride of Gold and Manganese. 

Portianpd, Me., Oct. 14.—| Special. An in- 
teresting experiment in the use of chloride of 
gold and manganese for the cure of consump- 
tion has been in progress here for some 
months, and has reached a point where, in the 
opinion of the attendant physician, it is pos- 
sible to make an intelligent report. About 
two years ago Solomon Cheney, a well-known 
resident of this city, was taken down with the 
grip, and the disease rapidly developed into 
consumption. He was treated by Dr. S. E. 
Sylvester of this city and other physicians, and 
in the spring was given up to die. He 
was selected as a fit subject for the experi- 
ment it was desired to make . because he was 
so low that in the opinion of the physician 
there would be no shortening of his life in any 
case. He was informed of the fact that there 
was no hope of his recovery, and it was with 
his full consent that the experiment was made. 
He was treated by Dr. Sylvester hypodermic- 
ally and for several days there was no 
change. The fluid injected was after the 
formula of Dr. J. Blake White of New 
York City. Two drops a day were 
injected, and after about six weeks it was 
found that the patient was recovering. Since 
that time the gain has been steady. While 
Mr. Cheney has not been able to do any work 
up to this time, he has so far recovered to be 
able to be about. His appetite is good, his

ter his complete recovery is only a question 
of time. The decay of the lungs has been ar- 
rested and his system has been built up in a 
remarkabie degree. Dr. Sylvester says that

TWENTY-HRIVE NEW LAWYERS. 


Out of a “Class” of Twenty-eight Only 
Three Failed to Pass. 

A report was filed in the Appellate Court by 
the committee appointed to examine appli- 
cants for admission to the bar.

Apropos of the Wilson cast F. S. Winston 
said last night: The practice of appointing 
minute clerks as receivers has e quite 
common, and I have never seen any objection 
to it. When it is necessary a receiver be 
appointed the court looks around for a disin- 
terested and responsible person. The clerk is 
often . by counsel, Judge Tuley 
never appointed Wilson except upon motion 
of counsel, I believe. It is natural enough 
that the minute clerk should be selected, 
being familiar with the procedure in the 
courts and being usually a capable and honest 
man. In addition he is a man with whom the 
Judge is personally acquainted. If one clerk 
has turned out badly that doesn’t prove that 
others are not fit persons. Any other person 
selected might have done worse possibly. The 
clerks have plenty of time to attend to re- 
ceiverships, as all their duties as clerks, gen- 
enerally speaking, are done during court 
hours. In fact, they are more likely to have 
the leisure to attend to a receiver’s duties 
than any other person equally capable.“ 

object strongly to the appointment of 
clerks as receivers,” said Allan C. Story. 
“The Legislature ought to an act pro- 
hibiting the practice, which is growing rapid- 
ly. How can a minute clerk do his work 
properly if he is appointed receiver in so 
many cases? I have fought against this cus- 
tom for a long time, but it is growing to such 
an extent that lawyers are almost expected to 
throw such jobs in the way of the clerks. 
The time consumed in attendi to court 
work leaves little chance to attend properly 
to receiverships. It is the practice of endan- 
gering the value of their business as minute 
clerks which I condemn.”’ 

“Tt is a crying evil in the Court of 
Chancery,” declared C. Stuart. Beattie. 
“The mischief began with feeing clerks 
for making out answers in cer- 
tain cases. The Ppractioe has grown 
until it has become unbearable. Lawyers 
have not the moral courage to resist the ap- 
pointment of a minute clerk when it is sug- 
gested by a lawyer on the other side. These 
perquisites make the clerks neglect business, 
and the more they get the more they want. 
When they are asked to settle cases for which 
they are receivers it is hard to bring them to 
the point. They go on each other’s bonds, 
but who is to guarantee the bondsmen? The 
appointments have been made to please the 
clerks and the lawyers are bound like slaves 
to them. * 

James M. Flower said: “I object to this 
practice because the clerks do not know any- 
thing about affairs. They haven’t the time or 
opportunity to gain the knowledge.” 

“I donot object to the appointment of 
clerks as receivers, said Leyy Mayer, if 
they are competent, but in a majority of cases 
the clerks haven’t time to perform executive 
functions properly. 

Jacob Newman said he objected to the prac- 
tice only when a lawyer proposed the appoint- 
ment in open court. 

Judge Tuley said: “I think it would be 
better if the minute clerks were appointed as 
receivers. [he county should increase the 
salaries of minute clerks.“

SALOONISTS VS, GKOCERYMEN, 


Arrest of Several of the Latter Charged 
with Violating the Liquor Law. 

Yesterday the South Side Liquor-Dealers’ 
Association made complaint through August 
Mette against certain grocerymen, charging 
them with the violation of Sec. 2, Chap. 48, of 
the Illinois Revised Statutes. Warrants were 
sworn out before Justice Glennon for Mr. C. 
Jevne, the Madison street grocer; Mr. Charles 
Natcher, manager of the Boston store; Mr. 
Henry Siegel of Siegel, Cooper & Co.; and 
Mr. C. H. Slack, the Wabash avenue grocer. 
Mr. Natcher and Mr, Slack appeared yester- 
day afternoon at the Armory and were re- 
leased on their own recognizances to appear in 
court this morning at 9 o’clock, when the cases 
will be heard. 

John McKeough, attorney for the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, sai T1 "Aa 
the liquor dealers want is to show that the re- 
tail grocery stores are violating the law. There 
is no reason why they should not pay the 
usual retail license fee. 

— Slack said last night: This move- 
ment is a surprise to me, as I suppose it is to 
all of the accused, We pay government 
wholesale and retail licenses and hm the city 
wholesale license of $250. Prior to the time 
at which the city retail license was increased 
to $500 we paid the city dramshop license. When 
the increase was made in license fee we were 
assessed, but a protest was entered, and about 
six months after the filing of our objections 
Mr. Onahan, the City Controller, decided that 
we shoula pay the wholesale license fee, and 
we have since done so. Now, we do not sell 
liquor over a bar; we sell by the bottle, case, 
or barrel, and are really jobbers, selling to a 
great many retail liquor dealers. Our profit 
on goods is sm r from 5 to7 per 
cent, and it would be manifestly unfair to 
compel us to pax a retail license fee for such 
a profit, when saloonkeepers as a general 
thing make nearly 100 per cent on their sales 
I called at the City Law Department today 
and Mr. Douglas stated that city was tak- 
ing no action against us. It was entirely the 
work of the tail Liquor rs’ Associa- 
tion. I don’t knuw whether we will make ahy 
fight or not, These are merely test cases and 
concern every wholesale liquor dealer in town. 
We may decide to take the matter to a court 
of record, and define our exact status. If it is 
decided that we should pay the retail license 
fee, of course we shall do so. It is my im- 
pression that a continuance will be taken 
when the cases come to trial tomorrow.”

TRADE REGULATING ITSELF. — 
The Daily Stuffed Prophet has absorbed a

is no more need of legislative restriction or regu- 
lation in the one case than in the other. | 


This generalization contains some serious 
defects. Europe, of course, is the country to 
which its doctrine is intended to apply. 
“Among ourselves” we have constitutional 
free trade. None of the forty-four States are 
permitted to impose any restrictions on inter- 
State commerce, We have nosuch Zollverein 
compact with the nations of Europe, and none 
is proposed to be made. All the countries of 
that continent have long had and now have 
high protective tariffs—except the Island of 
Britain. All those countries levy high duties 
on nearly all the products of the United States. 
Raw cotton is the only aotable exception. To 
tax that would be to kill their own cotton fac- 
tories. But they either prohibit outright the 
fuodstuffs of this country or levy a heavy tax 
on them for the purpose of protecting their 
own farmers against the competition of the 
American farmers. This important fact is 
conceded by the daily organ of the Stuffed 
Prophet. Those countries levy excessive pro- 
teotive duties on our tobacco and highwines. 
They levy high duties on our mineral and ani- 
mal oils, and they levy high duties on every 
manufacture of this country where natural ad- 
vantage or aptitude might enable our mer- 
chants to export the same to Europe. Those 
countries take nothing from ours which they 
can do without, and they have long pursued 
this policy of exclusion and protection. 

The organ of the S. P. advocates throwing 
open our ports to the cheap-labor merchandise 
of those nations—asking no reciprocity of 
advantages in return—and declares that we 
need no regulation or reciprocity, as trade 
will regulate itself. This may be in accord- 
ance with Stuffed Prophet political economy, 
but it was borrowed originally from the jack- 
on. | 

Trade with Eurupe in competitive goods 
will regulate itself when this country regulates 
its labor scale down to the degree where our 
manufacturers can successfully compete in 
prices with the manufacturers of Europe. 
Until that is done importers will inundate 
this country With cheaper European mer- 
chandise than can be made here, and square 
the balance of trade against us by exporting 
gold and selling American stocks and bonds 
in Europe. When the regulating itself 
principle has cut American wages in two and 
this country manufactures as cheaply as its 
European competitors the excessive inflow of 
goods and outflow of gold bonds may check 
up to the equilibrium of trade point. In the 
meantime the wageworkers will have been 
taught a lesson in the delights of Democratic 
free trade which will last them for hfe. Hav- 
ing learned what free trade for them means, 
two or three millions of them will cease to 
vote the Stuffed Prophet-Mills ticket for the 
remainder of their lives. These conversions 
will be permanent. Probably they may never 
learn in any other way than by a bitter ex- 
perience of it. 


PLAN FOR RAISING THE LAKE LEVEL. 

Capt. J. S. Dunham has called attention to 
the fact that for several years the level of 
water in the lower lakes has been falling, 
and that Michigan is now two feet lower than 
it was eight or nine years ago. The result is 
that the cargoes of lake vessels have to be re- 
duced 5 to 10 per cent because of scarcity of 
water to float them over the shallow places. 
He proposes to meet the difficulty by dump- 
ing several thousand boat-loads of stone into 
the Niagara River below Tonawatida, which 
is at the terminus of navigation above the 
Niagara Falls. He thinks this would lessen 
the flow of water from Michigan, Huron, 
and Erie, and thus increase the stage of water 
at all their harbors. 

The following figures from the records of 
the United States Engineer’s office in this city 
will help to an understanding of the condi- 
tions: The average height of the lake surface 
above the sea level in feet for the sixteen years 
from 1860 to 1875 inclusive, was: Michigan, 
581.92; Huron, 581.92; Erie, 578.58. That 
average for Lake Michigan is a trifle over two 
feet above the low level of “city datum” es- 
tablished in 1847. The present level is nearly 
one-half inch below it, or not far from twenty- 
five inches under the average for the sixteen 
years noted. So the vesselmen have grave 
reason to complain. They cannot load their 
craft down to the safety load line, though the 
tendency is to build vessels of greater draft 
then those of a few years ago. 

But it is open to question if the proposed 
stone dumping at Tonawanda would cure the 
evil on Huron and Michigan. The stretch of 
about eighty-fives miles between Lakes Huron 
and Erie has a fall of eight feet, according to 
the above figures, and the normal difference 
in levels is more than a dozen feet, according 
to the Canadian surveys. Hence a break- 
water rise of say a couple of feet in Lake Erie 
would only affect the level of the others indi- 
rectly, that is,*byjlessening the velocity of the 
current through the St. Clair passages by 
barely one-eighth, the square of the velocity 
being proportional to the height of fall. And 
this trifling advantage would be negatived by 
such a deepening of the channel through the 
flats which is wanted by some, unless that 
were accompanied by a constriction of the 
waterway so as to lessen the area through 
which the water has to flow in passing from 
the higher to the lower level. Then the chan-

A BAD COURT PRACTICE EXPOSED. 

Tho first announcement made in the case 
a business failure generally is that the assets 
will equal the liabilities. But with every aay 
that passes the former increase and the latter 
Shrink. ot the same kind usually 
happens when a man has been discovered em- 
bezzling. The first reports are that he has 
not taken much and that his bondsmen are 
good for the sum. Further investigations 
show that the amount of the stealings is much 
greater than was supposed and that the bonds 
are worthless. 

A few days ago it was stated that Min- 
ute Clerk Wilson, who was also receiver for a 
number of broken firms, was behind only four 


or five hundred dollars. Then it was fixed at 


a few thousand, It is admitted now that he is 
short many—perhaps twenty—thousand. But 
his rascality will not be without some com- 
pensation if it will serve to call attention to 
the practice, and end it, which is condemned 
by all lawyere—that of taking the clerks of 
Judges and making them receivers in order to 
add a few hundred or thousand dollars to their 
quite sufficient pay. ä 

The reasons given by lawyers for objecting 
to this custom are sound. If it is necessary 
to appoint a man to wind up the affairs of a 
benkrupt the persan selected ought to know 
something about business. The duty of a 
court clerk is simply to keep minutes. He 
has absolutely no experience to qualify him 
for a receivership and therefore is the last 
person who should be chosen. No matter 
how honest and well-intentioned he may be 
the estate is likely to come to grief in his 
hands, 

In the next place, the clerk has his legiti- 
mate work to attend to. It is not specially 
severe, but it should be done with the greatest 
care, for a mistake in a court record is a seri- 
ous matter often. The clerk who is also a 
receiver, having a good deal of outside busi- 
ness to attend to, neglects his regular work. 
He is sure to get his pay for that, no matter 
how badly he does it, and so devotes his at- 
tention to looking after these extra jobs, and 
keeping a sharp eye out for more. 

Finally, it is often the case that the lawyers 
representing the creditors or the debtor have 
ideas Of their own as to who should be ap- 
pointed receiver, but when the Judge suggests 
the selection of his clerk they do not feel at 
liberty to press their objections to him, 
though they may have serious ones. They 
dislike to antagonize a Judge, and, more than 
that; they do not wish to make the clerk an 
enemy by opposing his appointment and per- 
quisites. It is in the power of a clerk to put a 
lawyer to great inconvenience and loss and to 
do it in such a way that he cannot be held re- 
sponsible, The lawyer knows this and thinks 
it safer to submit to an unsuitable appoint- 
ment. 

Some of the Judges have had their eyes 
opened to the bad consequences of the prac- 
tice of making receivers out of clerks by the 
conduct of the embezzlers, and it is not im- 
possible that it will be abandoned. Should 
any ofthe Judges try to adhere to it the law- 
yers will have all the backing they need if they 
protest against it. 


THE KIND OF FREE TRADE MR, BLAINE 
WANTS. 

Following is a specimen of the intellectual 
wadding of the Stuffed Prophet's organ of this 
city:

He would like to add the States along the 
northern line of the Nation, and have the in- 
tercourse between them and those to the south 
of them as unobstructed as it is now between 
the latter. He is desirous also that there 
should be the largest practical measure of free 
trade between the United States and the Latin- 
American countries; that each should supply 
the other with what it needed. The Stuffed 
Prophet's organ does not agree with Mr. 
Blaine in this. It believes that the New World 
should remain in a state of trade vassalage to 
the Old, and that the American workingman 
should toil in competition with the half-paid 
European laborer. Mr. Blaine is for free 
trade in non-competitive products which 
helps this country; his opponents are for free 
trade in competitive manufactures, which 
would ruin the wage-working classes.

SHUT UP THE POOL-SELLING RACE TRACKS 

Whatever may be the motive behind Aid. 
Kenny’s anti-pool selling ordinance, whether 
it has been inspired out of revenge 
by saloonkeepers because their receipts are 
lessened by the large amounts of money 
dropped at the gambling races, or whether it 
is not, something should be done, and done 
speedily, to smash up the pool-selling gam- 
blers. Whatever may be the motive, it will 
be a distinct moral gain to the city when this 
worst of all forms of gambling is broken up. 
The report of Capt. Mahoney of the Des- 
Plaines Street Station, which has been turned 
over to the Corporation Counsel, indicates an 
excellent place in which to begin the good 
work. From this report it appears that ULl- 
man's socalled Eclipse race track on West 
Washington street is running in open viola- 
tion of the law, since it is not a race track 
at all, as defined by the law, but nothing more 
nor less than a pool room, frequented by the 
usual pool room crowd, where after an al- 
leged race pools are freely sold by Ullman 
and his associates on Eastern and Southern 
races. It is simply a common gambling- 
room, and ought to be closed at once, It is 
stated that the Corporation Counsel has been 
asked by the Mayor to give his written 
opinion upon the case, This he 
should do without any delay and 
then the police should be instructed to close 
the place at once. Norshould their work stop 
with the Eclipse race track. Thesame kind of 
gambling is going on at Garfield Park and other 
places. The gamblers, now that their down- 
town resorts have been closed up, have simply 
transferred their business to these race tracks, 
and are fleecing their victims as effectually as 
they did wefore, as they have the game in 
their own hands. It is time the whole rascally 
business of the pool-selling gamblers was 
broken up. Nothing has been gained by shut- 
ting up the down-town places so long as the 
pool-selling race tracks are running. They 
are even worse than the ordinary gambling 
places. It is time for pool-selling to stop, ana 
the evidence is sufficient to warrant it. Let 
the ordinance be passed and then let it be 
promptly and thoroughly enforced. 

Ir was gross and willful neglect of plain 
legal duty on the part of the Election Com- 
missioners to fail to instruct judges and clerks 
of election regarding the provisions of the 
amended registration law making non- regis- 
tered ” voters liable to jury duty, and also in 
suppressing the provision of the law relating to 
the registration of voters who were registered 
in other precincts last spring and who have 
since removed from such precincts. Those 
are the two most important changes made in 
the election law at the last session of the 
Legislature, and the attention of the judges 
and clerks should have been pointedly called 
to them. The Election Commissioners are 
culpably negligent in not having done so. It is 
part of their legal duty to instruct the judges 
and clerks in such matters. The campaign 
committees of the respective parties should 
take the matter in hand at once. They should 
point out that the law says: 


Itshall be the duty of the County Boerd 
selecting names fo1 jury duty to select 
from the names of voters not re 


Persons eatitled to vote, therefore, and who 
do not vote or register are more liable to jury 
service than those who do vote and. register. 
The jury-shirkers will do well to bear this in 
mind next Tuesday. And the voters who have 
changed their residence since the spring eleo- 
tion will do well to find out the number of the 
precinct in which they were registered last 
spring, They will be questioned as to that by 
the judges and clerks when they seek regis- 
tration in the new precincts. The law on this 
point is clear enough. It provides as follows: 

The fact that a voter is registered in one pro- 
cinct from which he has removed shall not pre 
vent him from being registered in another pre- 
cinct into which he has removed; provided, he is 
otherwise entitled to be registered therein; and, 
provided further, that it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Election Commissioners to remove his 
name from the registry book of the former pro- 
cinct immediately on the registers being returned 
into their office; and it is made the duty of the 
judges of election to question every voter offering 
himself to be registered as to whether he was or 
is registered in any other precinct, and to make a 
note of the fact of such registration and the pre- 
cinct where registered in a column to be provided 
in the registry book for that purpose, 

The Republican Campaign committee should 
call the attention of the Republican judges 
and clerks to this provision of the law, and 
should see that it is strictly enforced. Else 
the names will be duplicated on the registries 
and there will be a fine opportunity for fraua- 


ulent voting.

Mrs. Charles Henrotin followed Mrs. Wil 
kinson with a talk on the benefit of scientific 
coéperation in domestic work. She pointed 
out the fact that few women know the princi- 
ples that underlie cooking and kindred domes- 
tic duties, and that they would be 1mmeasura- 
bly relieved by any system that would leave 
each individual to do the one bit of work 
which she liked and with which she is thor- 
oughly familiar. Mrs, Henrotin spoke espe- 
cially of the lack of association and coédpera- 
tion of women in villages, and showed that in 
such branches of housekeeping as laundry and 
baking coépération was not only desirable but 
n as well. 
mma Sickles said that women in 
trying to prove their equality with men have 
entered so largely into purely masculine 
fields of labor that domestic affairs are in 
danger of being slighted by those from whom 
they should receive most attention. 
Women's work calls for women,” she con- 
tinued, and in it women can make their in- 
fluence as widely felt as in any other profes- 
sion. Domestic science is as important as 
medical science. When the principles of by- 
giene aré fully understood by women there 
will be comparatively little disease; and re- 
form in the existing erratic methods of pre- 
paring food might usher in the millennium. 
Miss Bonnie Withrow answered some ques- 
tions that were asked in regard to the instruc- 
tion received by working girls in their own 
homes; Miss Julia Leavens spoke of the in- 
terest exhibited by the girls of the Mutual 
Benefit Society in 2 culture, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Boynton Harbert discussed briefly 
the necessity of organization in work.

Fanco, N. D., Oct. 14.—Monday .86 of an 
inch of ram fell. It cleared up at night, but 
yesterday it clouded up and there was a driz- 
zle all day. This-storm, coming so soon after 
several other showers, has greatly injured the 
wheat.

In Grand Forks, 
Walsh, ard Pembina Counties not over 15 per 
cent of the grain has been secured, and little

one-third of the grain is thrashed and a small 
proportion is stacked. The water stands sev- 
eral inches deep on many fields in some parts 
of Walsh County, and the grain is thoroughly 
soaked by capillary attraction in addition to 
the moisture from the rains.

OUTNUMBER THEM THREE TO ONE. 


Catholics in Minoneseta Greatly Exceed 
Protestants of All Denominations, 

Sr. Croup, Minn., Oct. 14.—A report was 
made at the annual meeting of the Minnesota 
Baptists this morning on the subject of Roman 
Catholicism in Minnesota. The weakness of 
Evangelical Protestants in Minnesota was 
conceeded and the strength of Catholicism 
acknowledged. According to the last annual 
report the Baptists had 210 churches, having 
atotal membership of 14,073; outside of the 
twin cities they had only twelve American 
churches which reported 100 members and 
over. Of these twelve only one 
reported 200 members and over. But 
Baptists are not alone in numeric 
weakness. The Congregationalists have only 
13,000 members, the Presbyterians 13,000, the 
Methodists 20,271, the Episcopalians 30,000, 
The total strength of Evangelical Protestants, 
therefore, was not over 100,000. Of this esti- 
mate not more than 60,000 belong to the four 
most aggressive missionary churches—the 
Baptist, Congregutional, Methodist, and Pres- 
byterian. 

Alongside of these figures. are placed those 
showing the strength of the Catholic Church. 
Accordi to the’ census office bulletin 
the Catholic Church in Minnesota numbers 
271,219 communicants. Remembering that 
this church does not count as communicants 
children under 10

Catholics in Minnesota, must be approximate.

It is proposed 
to abolish fixed lights at all sta- 
tions and substitute in their stead flash 
lights and numbers for each of them so that a 
mariner can distinguish not only by the light 
or its number just where he is, but it will be 
as plain as the fire-alarm signals used for call- 
ing out steam engines in case of fire in one of 
the cities of the United States. Capt. Mahan, 
Engineer Secretary of the Lighthouse Board, 
has superintended the preparation of this sys- 
tem, and in a report which will be shortly 
subinitted to the Secretary of the Treasury he

WORK ON CHICAGO HARBORS.

The Easterly Breakwater Completed— 
Dredging the Channel in the Calumet. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 14.—[ Special. ]— 
Cavt. Marshall in his report for September of 
operations for improving the Chicago harbor 
pays: | 
The easterly breakwater is now entirely com- 
pleted, including the pier head at the west end of 
the return r of piles with riprappi 
around them, as well as all stone decking — 
filling. The main structures of the north pier 
no e stone filling therein are also completed. 
5 at the east end of this pier, form- 
ing repairs provided for in the specifications 
of damages done by several collisions, is com- 
leted with the exception of a portuon of the stone 
: and a decking or covering to protect this 
stone against washouts. Work remaining to be 
done is as follows: 
First—Completing the stone filling in the pier- 
head and placing a suitable covering over the 


same. 
Second—Placing three more clumps of piles at 
the end of the north pier and riprapping around 


am. 
Third—Completing the decking over the unfin- 
ished portion, about 400 linear feet of the north 


r. 

It is proposed to continue the work under con- 

tract, and it is expected to complete it in about 

one week. Work would have been completed by 

Oct. 1 had there not been a serious delay in the 

delivery of stone and timber for the decking. 

7 Concerning dredging Calumet River and the 
Port of South Chicago Capt. Marshall states: 
Full contemplated width of 250 feet is now se- 

cured for a distance of 1,100 feet along the chan- 

nel. For a distance of 1,350 feet the required 
width is secured to within 25 feet. About 100 feet 
in length requires toa width of 50 feet 
to complete the channel. this latter stretch being 
at the outer limit of the harbor entrance. Ac- 
cording to the approved project. with a view to 
providing a safe and reliable entrance to the Cal- 
umet River and Port of South Chicago two par- 
allel piers are to be constructed, 300 feet apart, 

jecting from the shore to deep water in the 

ke and dredging a channel to the depth of 16 
feet. It is proposed to continue the deepen- 

ing and widening of the channel south: 
ward until completed, which, according to the 
recent rate of progress, ought to occur at the 
end of the month of October. Up to the close of 
the last fiscal year there had been expended upon 

‘this work $111,457.46 in the improvement of the 

Calumet River in Illinois and Indiana by provid- 

ing a navigable channel 200 feet wide and 16 feet 

deep by dredging from the mouth of the river to 
one-half mile east of Hammond, Ind. Consider- 
able trouble was experienced during the month. 

The work of dredging was continued and a chan- 

nel 1,175 feet in length and 90 feet in width was 

excavated to a depth 2 between 9 and 10 

feet. During the first half of the month 

of September an exceptionally hard material 

Was encountered at a depth of 10 to 

12 t. The elevator dreage.was found 

insufficient in strength to cope with this hard ma- 

terial. Frequent breakages occurred, causing 
much loss of tume in repairing, and it was finally 
concluded to leave this part of the work for the 
dipper dredge engaged in the work of dredging in 
Calumet harbor to remove after the completion of 
the latter work. During the latter part of the 
month an entirely different kind of material was 
met with, being mixed with quicksand and run- 
ning to such an extent that though dredging was 
done to a depth of seventeen feet only nine or ten 
feet of water was found behind the dredge. It is 
proposed to continue the dredging of the channel 
northward toward the portion completed in the 
mouth of August, 1891.

Private Secretary Halford Still Suffering, 
but He Is in No Dancer. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
Private Secretary Halford has not improved 
during the last twenty-four hours. The doc- 
tors, however, were able to give him some 
relief from the intense pain he suffers and he 
rested more quietly most of the day. But this 
evening he is reported to have again suffered 
from severe spasms, These attacks have 
weakened his system, but his condition is not 
looked upon as dangerous. Two years ago he 
suffered from internal affections of the stom- 
ach, from which he was freed bya surgical 
operation.

WOULD MAKE HAWAII A REPUBLIC. 


Growing Unpopularity of Queen Liliuoka- 
lanion Account of Her English Affiliations. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
Hawauian mails which reached San Francisco 
last week by steamer have arrived in Wash- 
ington. Nothing is given out at the State De- 
partment, but there is every reason to believe 
that within the next few months the attempt 
will be made to set up the Hawaiian Republic. 
Queen Liliuokalani’s unpopularity grows with 
the natives as she becomes more under the 
influence of the English element. Celso 
Cesar Mareno, who was King Kalakaua’s 
Prime Minister for a brief period, is in re- 
ceipt of a letter froma leading Hawaiian 
dated Honolulu, Sept. 26. It says in sub- 
stance that the present condition of affairs 
cannot goon much longer, that the Liberal par- 
ty, which numbers among its members many 
progressive natives, is looking hopefully to 
the United States in case of a revolution to 
offset the British intrigues. The Pensacola is 
now in Hawaiian waters, but the old ship can- 
not make much of a naval demonstration. 
Bitter complaint is made of some American 
missionaries who have become naturalized 
Sandwich Islanders and are declared to be act- 
ing in a spirit hostile to their native country. 
This is said to be partly due to a scheme in 
which some of them are interested for secur- 
ing Indian coolie laborers on the sugar plan- 
tations. The present government is alleged 
to be favorable to this scheme. The election 
for members of Parliament takes place in 
February, and the chances are that the crisis 


will come about that time. 
New York, Oct. 14.—The father of the heir- 


apparent to the throne of the Sandwich ISI- 


ands is at the Windsor Hotel. His name is 
Archibald Scott Cleghorn, and he is a Minis- 
ter of the present government and Collector- 
General of Customs of the islands.

IT PROVES AN EASY TASK 


CITY OFFICIALS NO LONGER OBJECT 
TO THE WEEKLY PAYMENT SYSTEM. 


They Say That Instead of Making the Work 
Onerous It Will Lighten It—Rumored 
Prospective Changes in the Police Force 
~Park Commissioners Refuse to Accept 


an Ordinance Presented by the North,/ 


ern Pacific’s Attorney The Couuty’s 


Difficulty with Dr. Wimermark. 


Weekly payment of city employés is being 
made so easy a matter as the arrangements 
for putting the new system into effect progress 
that Controller May is wondermg why he ever 
opposed the change and sought to delay it. 
Under the new order there will be less work 
to be done in the Controller’s office and per- 
haps less in the Treasurer’s office in connec- 
tion with four payments a month than for- 
merly was entailed by one. Heretofore, the 
Controller has issued cash tickets to every 
employé; the tickets, winch were memoranda, 
being exchangeable at the Treasurer’s office 
for cash. : 

Cashier Smith was then obliged to sort them 
into the different funds to which they belonged 
and could not enter the payment on his books 
until ali the employés of a depart- 
ment had been paid and the 
cash tickets exchanged for a warrant 
for the whole amount. Controller May pro- 
posed to continue this system, but Mr. Smith 
protested vigorously. It takes me ten or 
twelve days now.“ he said, to get these 
tickets out of my cash, and if we have weekly 
payments I'll never get through. If you will 
make out individual warrants for all employés I 
will pay them.“ City Treasuter Kiolbassa up- 
heid his cashier in this determination, and, as the 
Controller didn’t care for the task of signing 
6,000 or 8, 000 warrants every week, it was nec- 
essary to give up that system altogether. It 
was then that the idea was hit upon of having 
each department pay itself, and yesterday 
Controller May issued to Commissioner Al- 
drich, Collector Amberg, Clerk Van Cleave, 
Building Commissioner O’Neil, and other 
heads of departments warrants for 
the entire amount of each pay- roll. 
The only exception is the Police De- 
partment, and when Chief McClaughry 
returns this morning the question of adopting 
the system for the payment of the police wiil 
be considered. Each department head will 
draw from the Treasurer the entire amount of 
his pay-roll, which will be distributed in the 
department, and the roll, with the signature 
of each employé opposite his name and pay 
asa receipt, will be returned to the Con- 
troller. 

Assistant City Treasurer Bransfield will still 
pay the street laborers and sewer gangs, 
those employés of the Department of Public 
Works who ao not work at any fixea place, 
but the pumping-station, tunnel, and bridge 
employés will be paid by the department. A 

aymaster will be appointed in the Public 

forks Department, but Commissioner Ald- 
rich declared that it would not be necessary 
to purchase a pay-wagon, and Assistant City 
Treasurer Bransfield avers that he can get 
along with the one now in use. As the work 
in the Controller’s and Treasurer’s offices will 
be easier instead of harder, it is likely that a 
large part of the $20,000 appropriation for 
making weekly payments will remain unused. 


FORCE CHANGES. 


POSSIBLE POLICE 


Promotions It Is Said Supt. McClaughry 
Has in View. 

Supt. McClaughry will be in his office this 
afternoon. It is understood that before the 
end of the week he will announce some 
changes in the police force agreed on before 
he left for the East. Those changes, it is 
alleged, will have nothing to do with politics. 
In point of fact, it is claimed the promotions 
will be largely. of Democrats. A Democrat, 
report says, is to be appointed As- 
sistant Superintendent. It is possi- 
ble that the place will de offered 
to Inspector Hunt of Hyde Park. If he ac- 


ts either Inspector Marsh or Hubbard 


will be sent totake his place—probably In- 
spector Marsh will be the man. Inspector 

ubbard, it is said, will be transferred to 
Inspector Marsh’s place. 

Capt. Mahoney is mentioned for the vacant 
Inspectorship. Capt. Ross, however, is push- 
ing for it. Sergt. Charles Aldrich and Sergt. 
Gallagher are in the line of promotion to 
Lieutenancies—though they may go higher. 
Capt. Lloyd is likely to be retirea to make 
way for the promotion of Lieut. Shea, who 
performs all the duties of Chief of Detectives, 
but who does not get the pay which belongs to 
that office. Other changes are contemplated 
and, it is said, some men now desk sergeants 
will be the happier for it. 


IT PREFERS ITS OWN ORDINANCE, 
The South Park Board Declines a Northern 
Pacific Proposition, 

The South Park Commissioners held its bi- 
weekly meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
offices in the Rookery Building. President 
Donnersberger and Commissioners Best, Ells- 
worth, and Russell were present. General 
Counsel H. S. Boutell of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad was also there with a railroad 
ordinance which he wished passed. It was an 
ordinance whereby the Park Commissioners 
would have granted the Northern Pacific road 
permission to cross Garfield boulevard. When 
the petition for the crossing was first brought 
to the board the board’s attorney, Mr. Green, 
was ordered to draw up an ordinance in ac- 
cordance with all the interests and wishes of 
the Commissioners. 

But Mr. Green was out of the city yesterday 
sv Mr. Boutell came with an ordinance of 
his own, which he declared would be found to 
incorporate the points suggested by Mr. 
Green, . 

Commissioner Russell observed that the ex- 
perience of the Council within a few months 
past showed how foolish it was to be precipi- 
tate in passing important ordinances and 
urged the postponement of action in the 
premises until the matter was laid before the 
board by an ordinance from its own paid at- 
torney whose business it was to conserve its 
interests in matters of this kind. Mr. Russell 
further announced that he should vote in the 
negative upon the passage of the ordinance 
asked unless it definitely stipulated the eleva- 
tion of the railway tracks at the point of 
crossing. It was decided to postpone consid- 
eration until the President called a special 
meeting for that purpose, 

Later in the meeting Mr. Russell introduced 
a resolution directing the attorney of the 
board to return an opinion defining the pow- 
ers of the board in regard to compelling rail- 
road companies whose tracks enter the juris- 
diction of the Commissioners to elevate their 
tracks at boulevard crossings for the safety of 
human life, whether their occupancy of the 
property of the Park Commissioners ante- 
— the organization of the commission or 
not. 

It is expected that the question of allowing 
the Northern Pacific te .cross Garfield boule- 
vard will be dependent to a large extent on 
the result of the attorney’s inquiry int» the 
subject of the Park Commissioners’ authority 
to compel the elevation of tracks. 

W. B. McEnery, C. B. Ver Nooy, Lincoln 
Brooke, and Francis W. Holbrooke presented 
a petition of a majority of the owners 
of the frontage upon Sixtieth street 
between South Park and Cottage Grove ave. 
nues praying that that portion of Sixtieth 
street be accepted by the South Park Com- 
missioners and converted into a boulevard of 
the South Park system. They on their part 
agreed to secure the relinquishment of the 
street by the City Council and to accept the 
ordinary conditions imposed in such cases by 
the Commissioners. 

While the proposition was considerately re- 
ceived, the Commissioners showed no inclina- 
tion to grant the petition. Mr. Russell pointed 
out that the policy of the board 
did not contemplate the boulevarding 
of that street; that Fifty-first street 
had been 3 improyed by the prop- 
erty-owners themselves and net by the park 
board, and that it was not deemed advisable 
to exclude traffic from Sixtieth street, inas- 
much as that procedure would cut off traffic 
roads for a distance of one and one-eighth

The County Experiences Difficulty in Mak- 
ing a Settlement with Him. 

The county is having some difficulty in set- 
tling up its finances with Dr. Wimermark, the 
former Superintendent of the Poorhouse. 
When the doctor was removed there was due 
him for salary and expenses $52. When he 
called to get his money Assistaut County Con- 
troller Healy refused to pay it over to him. 
J understand.“ said Mr. Healy to him, that 
you owe the county for money collected and 
not turned in to this office.”’” The doctor ad- 
mitted that he had sold old iron to the amount 
of $17 and asked to receive the money comi 
to him minus that amount. Mr. Healy still 
refused and made a statement to the board of 
the affair. It was referred to the Poorhouse 
committee, which made a visit to that institu- 
tion yesterday and examined the books. 

The members found a state of affairs they 
little ex . According to an entry made 
by Dr. Wimermark he had sold 16,000 pounds 
of iron belonging to tne county for which he 
had not accounted. ks do not give 
any information as to whom he sold it or 
what he received for it. It is also alleged his 
books show he had in his ssession $41 be- 
longing to inmates now dead. This, it is sai4, 
he claims to have turned over to the county, 
but Mr. Healy says he has not done so. 


Important Committee Meetings Today. 

There will be two important Council com- 
mittee meetings today, that of the Streets and 
Alleys committee South and that of che 
Buildings committee. The Torrence terminal 
plan and several South Side extension street 
railway ordinances, the Washington, the Mich- 
igan avenue, Madison street loop plan, and 
other matters will come up before the former 
committee. The impression is that the Tor- 
rence terminal plan with the amendments 
suggested by the Commissioner of Public 
Works will be recommended favorably. 
There will be no hurry with the South Side 
railway plans. The Buildings committee will 
consider the ordinance restricting the height 
of buildimgs. As fur as can be learned a ma- 
jority of the committee is opposed to build- 
ings over ten stories high. Some say the 
buildings should not canna eight stories. A 
large number of architects will be present 
and will talk generally in favor of high build- 
ings. 

Relatives Entitled to the Property. 

Coroner Hertz need not retain property 
found on or near the body upon which an in- 
quest is held; in fact, it is his duty to return 
such property to the relatives of the deceased. 
Such is the gist of County Attorney Walker’s 
opinion on the question. Since the order of 
the County Board requiring the Coroner to 
look to the fees of his office for his salary that

ables found on dead bodies. Oct. 8 he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Walker for an opinion on the 
subject. In reply Mr. Walker first quotes 
from Sec. 20, Chap. 31, Revised Statutes of

* shall be dalivaced to those entitled to its 
care and possessicn.”’ If not claimed, how- 
ever, the same shall be used for burial ex- 
penses. Then after ten days’ notice the re- 
mainder shall be sold and after deducting fees 
and funeral expenses the remainder shail be 
turned in to the county. 


Doomed to a Lingering Death. 

Ald. Morris’ ordinance to allow saloons to 
keep open until 1:300’clock a. m. has been 
lost sight of since it was introduced three 
weeks ago, and the Alderman himself is rather 
despondent as to its chances of passage or 
even of coming up for action. It was re- 
ferred to the License committee, he said, 
“and I haven't been able to t Chairman 
Hummel to call a-meeting.”’ The saloon men 
in the Council are said not to be anxious for 
the passage of the measure and are a to 
let it die a lingering death in the hands of the 
committee. 


Only 17 Cents Remain. 

There is only 17 cents left of the money ap- 
propriated by the County Board for the use of 
the County Clerk. That is the reason a requi- 
sition drawn by the County Clerk for blanks 
and stationery, to cost $100, has notas yet 
been honored. The Superintendent of Public 
Service will senda communication to the 
board Friday stating these facts, and asking 
what he is to do in a case of this kind. 


Coroner Hertz’s Clerk Resigns. 
James H, Graham, who has for two years 
acted as Coroner Hertz’s clerk, resigned yes- 
terday on account of ill-health to accept the 
lace of foreman of Water-Pipe Extension 
istrict No. 2. Bobert Nelson of the Seventh 
Ward will probably fill the vacancy. 


MESSRS. FOW AND SKINNER DISSENT. 


The Minority Members of the Pennsylvania 
Legislative Committee File a Protest. 

Harrissvure, Pa., Oct. 14.—Messrs. Fow and 
Skinner, two of the three minority members 
of the Legislative Investigating committee 
that has been engaged in examining into the 
affairs of the Auditor-General and State Treas- 
urer’s offices, filed with Gov. Pattison today 
their protest against the preliminary report of 
the majority of the committee, filed yester- 
day. Senator Monaghan, the other minority 
member, did not sign the report because 
he is a member of the Senate and 
will not be called upon to pass upon the facts 
in the present examination of the two offices 
by that body. Messrs. Skinner and Fow dis- 
sent from the report of the majority for the 
reason that the committee has not in their 
judgment concluded it labors, and more 
especially because of the abrupt manner in 
which the proceedings have been discoutinued. 
They argue that a more searching and exhaus- 
tive examination should be made without limit 
as to individuals or time; that insufficient 
time was allowed by the majority to make a 
satisfactory analysis of the evidence and de- 
duce fair, reasonable, and proper conclusions 
therefrom; that there have been long and un- 
necessary adjournments of the committee, and 
that important facts have recently 
been developed; that it is an ex- 
hit ition of indecent haste and the conclusion 
will be entitled to little weight; that the con- 
clusions regarding the official conduct of 
State Treasurer Boyer and Auditor-General 
McCamant are not warranted by the resolu- 
tions under which the committee is acting; 
that it is not within the scope of the commit- 
tee to pass upon the guilt or innocence of any 
one now under investigation. It is con- 
tended by the minority that the methods of 
conducting the business of the two offices 
under investigation should be reformed; that 
the State Treasurer and Auditor-General 
have been derelict in their failure 
to require quarterly payments and 
statements for moneys collected by 
John Bardsley, ex-City Treasurer of 
Fhiladelphia; that the payment to Bardsley 
of $150,000 Dec. 31, 1890, was illegal and with- 
out justification, m view of the fact that he 
was a defaulter to the State; that the act of 
the State Treasurer in paying the school war- 
rant of $420,000 before it was due and payable, 
making it possible for Bardsley to embezzle 
the same, was reprehensible. In conclusion 
the minority declare that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s conduct of the system of mercantile ap- 
praisements has been grossly inefficient and 
that the act of May 7, 1889, for the correction 
of such abuses has been totally ignored by 
both the Auditor-General and State Treas- 
urer. f

IN FAVOR OF LIMIFATION. 


MANY REAL-ESTATE MEN OBJECT TO 
THE ERECTION OF “SKYSCRAPERS.” 


The Subject Discussed at Some Length at 
the Meeting of the Real-Estate Board, 
but Definite Action Postponed Until the 
Next Regular Meeting—Views of Those 
Who Favor and Oppose the Present 
High-Building Boom—Jnudicial Sales in 
the Board Rooms. 


“ Sky-scrapers”’ was the subject which oe- 
cupied most of the attention of the Real-Estate 
Board at its meeting yesterday, and after some 
vigorous and diverging expressions of opinion 
final action was postponed till the next regu- 
lar meeting. 

The question was brought up by the report 
of the Public Service committee, to which had 
been referred March 19 last a resolution about 
the advisability of limiting the height of build- 
ings. The report was unexpectedly brief, and 
concluded as follows: 


We have 1 * the matter due consideration and 


recommend to the board that a resolution be 


passed in favor of limiti 
to 135 feet. ing the height of buildings 


It was signed by E. S. Dreyer, George Birk- 
hoff, A. J. Stone, and B. R. De Young. 

Dr. Ware in behalf of the Chicago Medical 
Society was invited to address the board. He 
said that ever since Moses was hidden in the 
bullrushes physicians tried to prevent as well 
as cure diseases. No one could doubt that di- 
rect sunlight was as necessary as pure water 
to health, and since all civilized communities 
went to such cost to secure pure water, why 
should sky-scrapers be permitted to hide the 
sunshine from our lives? In a densely nppu- 
lated city impure air was the cause of direful 
epidemics. ere it not for the counterbal- 
ancing agencies of wind and sunlight life 


would be almost impossible in ¢rowded com- 


munities. 

At the conclusion uf his address the doctor 
and the medical society were given a vote of 
thanks. 

Ald. Vierling asked the doctor if ie had for- 
gotten thatin the Red River country small- 
“we raged some years since, although the 
ndians certainly had unlimitnd free and pure 
air 


? 
Productive of Disease. 


Mr. Dreyer thought the board never had a 
better opportunity to take action for the 
benetit of the city and its people. The high 
buildings had been shown to be dangerous 
and productive of disease. In twenty years 
this city would have a population of 3,000,000, 
and already there was kalk of doing busimess 
under ground and of having elevated side- 
walks. Some people living or doing business 
near these towering structures, he said, talked 
of moving away under the conviction that 
they are dangerous. 

Two years ago, said Mr. Vierling, Ald. 
Cullerton introduced an ordinance to limit 
the height of buildings to the width of the 
streets in which they were erected. But if 
some ground had been bought or leased with 
the purpose of putting up ten or twelve story 
buildings, he asked would it be just to say 
they must not be erected? 

When we buy a lot,“ he said, we do so 
with the right to do what we wish and all we 
can do, with it, so far as we do not interfere 
with the rights of any one else, and I make 
the assertion that the man who occupies a 
room on the sixth or higher floor of a sky- 
scraper has better health and purer air than 
the man who lives in a low building. If you 
limit the height of buildings now you ruin 
many men who have paid from $10,000 to $12,- 
000 a foot for lots. After the Worid’s Fair is 
over, despite the contrary views of some 
croakers, | believe we will have more business- 
men and enterprises in Chicago than we can 
find office room for. Let us go ahead and let 
the world see what Chicago can do with six- 
teen, eighteen, and twenty story buildings.“ 

Edgar M. Snow didn’t believe thatthe board 
had knowledge enough at nt to discuss 
it intelligently and digest the elements that 
entered into it, and he was n 
board r itself just now On. 

Mr. Read id not think there was any fear 
of the big buildings tumbling down, and it 
would be neither wise nor just to limit the en- 
terprise of Chicago. , 

Mr. Seymour thought it would be out of 
place for the board to take such action as re- 
quested until it became an imperative duty. 

Mn Birkhoff said that the mem bers of the 
board had had the matter under consideration 
for seven months, and that the arguments for 
and against had all been discussed and con- 
sidered. The committee had had nothing to 
do with the legal aspects of the matter, and 
had only considered the point whether the 
height of buildings should be limited. In 
Boston the height of buildings was limited to 
120 feet, and all cities of Europe had limita- 


tions. 
It Would Crowd the Streets. 


As to injustice to purchasers and lessees of 
ground he thought that there was none of the 
ground referred to that had been traded in for 
two years past but had been built upon. 

„IS it wise,” he asked, to concentrate all 

business in a few blocks in the heart of the 
city? Should our streets become lined with 
sixteen ana eighteen story build it would 
be an utter impossibility to get along them. 
And from an esthetic point of view the sky- 
scraper is an object to be denounced as well 
as deplored, and is a reflection on our boast 
that Chicago is a béautiful city.” 
Mr, Bogue said the question had many 
phases, and hoped for a fuller expression be- 
fore the report of the committee should be 
adopted. Chicago was. peculiarly restricted 
in its business center, which was the result of 
the policy of City Councils in allowing rail- 
roads to enter and occupy the heart of the 
city. It was estimated that the city was in- 
creasing at the rate of 100,000 persons an- 
nually, and the congested condition of the 
streets would be a certainty whether there 
was another high build or not. He was 
loath to question the wisdom of the Medical 
Society, but cholera and smallpox spread 
where filth invited it and without regard 
to density of population or sunlight. The 
limit set by the committee was too low. It 
ought at least be placed at 180 feet, or tweive 
stories. There was an unnecessary scare on 
this question, and the good sense of the people 
would suggest that few more high buildings 
will be put up on an area such as that of the 
Unity Building. 

2 in all Europe,” said Mr. Dreyer, there 
is not a ten-story building—few over five. 
Why not be guided by their experience and 
the advice of physicians who have conside 
it from the point of health? 

The Whole Matter Postponed.

As regards the unbealthiness of continuous 
series of excessively high buildings there 
seems to be but one opinion among the doc- 
tors. While in hot climates it may be desira- 
hle to get rid of the sunlight as much as pos- 
sible dwellers in Chicago need all of it they 
can get, and the streets and alleys ought to 
have the benefit of its disinfecting influences. 
It is the opinion of the sanitarians that in this 
latitude it would be a criminal act to force 
many tens of thousands of men and women 
to spend their working hours in rooms which 
never know the sun. Such would be the case, 
however, were the skyscrapers which now 
loom up on some of the corners in the busi- 
ness district to become continuous, thus con- 
verting the streets into dark, shadowed, nar- 
row defiles, except on a noonday of summer; 
while in nine-tenths of the offices in these 
buildi it would be necessary to use artificial 
light all the time. To shut off the sunbeams 
from the earth is to encourage the bacteria, to 
breed fevers, to sap vitality, to make men and 
women pale cellar plants. | 

So if the investigations of the Council show 

tthe medical men are as unanimously 

ainst 5 high buildings as they 
seem to be it will justifled in preventing 
the erect:on of any more. If it appears to be 
the deliberate opinion of experts there is 
danger of the floatin g foundatior on which 
Chicago edifices are reared breaking through 
and letting buildings down into the fluid sub- 
stratum, then the Council can interfere for 
the protection of human life. It can doso 
also if there is an agreement of opinion that 
one of these lofty steel and terra cotta struct- 
ures is exposed to special hazards which can- 
not be guarded against and which may re- 
sult in the loss of life. It can regulate the 
construction of a big office building just as 
legitimately as that of a theater or a fact- 
ory. If it is shown that in case of a fire 
men wotking in the upper stories of the 
sky-scrapers“ cannot be rescued then the 
height of edifices must be limited. 


Power of the Council. 


_ The Aldermen have full power over the sub- 
ject, and to them the Real-Estate Board and 
other organizations that have been discussing 
this problem should address themselves. How 
far individual property-owners can defend 
their interests in the courts is a question. The 
law sometimes furnishes a remedy against 
human greed and its contempt for the rights 
of others and sometimes it does 884 The 
man who builds a twenty-story structure on a 
lot makes it more productive. The value of 
his ground is increased. That tends to raise 
the valuation of neighboring lots, and if the 
land is sold it is at an advanced price, and the 
purchaser to get a return on capital invested 
is forced to build higher up in the air or to 


‘raise rents. which latter he cannot do. 


very fact that his buiidmg is overshadowed by 
towering structures and made less desirabie 
thereby forces him to lower his rents to get 
any tenants. He has to build a sky-scraper in 
self-defense and thereby forces his next neigh- 
bor to do the same thing whether he wishes to 
or not, or if unable then to lease or sell his 
ground. 

The question is, Can a court intervene to 
prevent one man so building as to shut off 
the building of another from access to sun, 
light, and fresh air? By the English common 
law the enjoyment of lights for twenty years 
without interference created a right, except 
where qualified by local custom. At present 
the English statutory law provides that where 
the access and use of light to and for any 
building have been enjoyed uninterrupted! 
for twenty years that right shall be indefeasi- 
ble, unless qualified by some agreement. But 
the American courts have generally rejected 
the English doctrine — the rip- 
tive right to the enjoyment of light and air, 
as being unsuited to the condition and cir- 
cumstances of thi | 


ty-story edifices. It is quite 
probable that when such questions are brought 
before them they will hold that the English 
rule does apply. It is worth the while of some 
aggrieved property-owner who has been cast 
into the cold, dark shade to make the experi- 
ment and see what redress the present law 
gives him. If none, he will have to depend 
on municipal authorities. If the courts will 
protect him then he can take care of himeelf 
without Aldermanic aid or having to pay 
boodle for redress of injuries.
